Ex-Controller of Currency Submits 


Views on Monetary Reforms. 


DIFFERS FROM OTHER EXPERTS

F av o r* a Fusion o f the G reenbacks and 
Sherm an Notes, R edeem able In Gold. 
Silver to B e Constituted a R eserve Fond 
to G uarantee O utstanding Certificates. 
Money Secretary A lger Needs. 


W ash in gto n , Nov. 22.—Colonel Will­ 
iam L. Trenholm, who wa* controller cf 
the currency under Prebident Cleve- 
laud‘a first administration, has just sub­ 
mitted his views of currency reform to 
the monetary commission. 
They em­ 
brace a number of features entirely dif­ 
ferent from those of other experts, and 
have been direfully studied by the com­ 
mission during several recent sessions. 
Colonel Trenholm recommends the fu­ 
sion of the greenbacks and Sherman 
notes into one form of paper redeemable 
in gold. 
He thinks that these notes 
should be issued in denominations of ll, 
$2 and SS, in order that the people may 
have confidence in the money in enrront 
ciren a ion. 
He believes that a redemp­ 
tion fund of $ IOO, OOO,OOO would be suffi­ 
cient to maintain the parity of the en­ 
tire volume of about $150,000,000. 
Regarding the disport ion of the diver 
dollars aud diver certificates, Colonel 
Trenholm suggests that the diver now 
in the treasury be constituted into a re­ 
serve fund for the guarantee of out- 
s anding diver dollars, and that the sil­ 
ver certificates in excess of the actual 
bullion value of the coins and certif!. 
cates outstanding be cancelled from 
time to time ss they come into the 
treasury. 
He rec*-inun n is that silver 
certificates be issued in denominations 
of #10 and over, and that some of them 
be issued in denominations of #1,000, 
#6,00J and #10,000 in order that they 
may be held by national banks iu the 
proportion of 20 per cent cf their lawful 
money reserves. 
Colonel Trenholm suggests an inter­ 
national agreement among silver pro­ 
ducing countries for steadying the price 
of silver, 
lie does not contemplate the 
restoration of -liver to panty with gold, 
but the regulation of the price so as to 
give the assurance to the world's com­ 
merce that thole can fie no further ma­ 
terial dec'im- in the price.

L ate Senator lia r ria. 


Memphis, Nov. 22.—The memorial ex­ 
ercises in commemoration of the life and 
services of the late Senator Isham G. 
Hams, twice postponed on account of 
yellow fever, were held last night at the 
Auditorium. 
Many distinguished men 
were present. 
The large building, 
which lias a seating capacity of 6,000, 
was packed and hundreds of people 
wore turned away. 
Addresses eulogistic of the dead sen­ 
ator were made by Senator Bate of 
Tennessee, - Senator Turpie of Indiana, 
Congressman John Sharp Williams of 
Mississippi, Governor R. L. Taylor and 
General George W. Gordon of Mem­ 
phis. 


Corn Sprinted That Had Iteen Staled In 
a J a r Three Thou**ml Year*. 
Owenton, Ivy,, Nov. 22.—Rev. Lafay* I 
ette Johnson has some corn raised this 
season from seed taken from a scaled * 
jar that was found in a mound in Mis- s 
soon, IJ feet beneath the surface of the 
earth, two or three years ago. It has 
possibly been rn its india * place for 
8,boo years, acceding to Rev. Johnson’s 
estimate, he being an antiquarian of no 
mean repute. The grains of the corn 
grown by him are the color of an Indian. 


H avana, via Key West, Nov. 22.—La 
Luclia, in a recently published editorial, 
expresses doubt as to the dncerity of the 
friendship for Spain professed by the 
American government, and says: 
“ If the American government cannot 
prevent the sailing from the ports of 
that country of expeditions in aid of the 
insurgents and does not respond in other 
ways to Spain’s efforts to come to favor­ 
able terms, it is useless for Spain to 
maintain friendly relations with Amer­ 
ica.” 
Of the reconcentrados in Matanzas, 
numbering 50,000, 79 died in two days, 
37 perishing from hunger. Saturday 17 
deaths were reported, a large propor­ 
tion of which was the result of starva­ 
tion. 
In J aru co about 65 per cent of 
the deaths are caused by starvation, and 
the same is true of many other towns. 
Ow ing to the lack of proper clothing 
and of blankets, the situation of the re- 
cou ceil trade >s is becoming worse as the 
wincer season approaches, despite the 
efforts made to relieve them. 
Horrible episodes are of daily occur­ 
rence among the reconcentrados. After 
lying for three days upon the sidewalk 
in front of a house in Matanzas, a poor 
negro woman, who was suffering ter­ 
ribly, and was unable to move, was car­ 
ried away by a Hood caused by a heavy 
downfall of rain. 
A short time after­ 
wards her dead body was discovered a 
few Mocks away lying in a gutter. 
A cab driver who was carrying a tick 
man to a hospital, observing that his 
passenger was dying, dragged bim from 
his cab, leaving him on the curbstone, 
where he finally died. Cases similar to 
these are of frequent occurrence. 
Reports from Cauadelaria say that a 
man who was suffering from smallpox 
was driven by the authorities into the 
insurgent camp at Cejadal Negro, Pinar 
del Rio province, where threats were 
made to hang the man if he was not ' 
taken away. 
* 
Sixty persons employed about the 
docks and 500 others in various parts of 
the island have joined the revolution­ 
ists and a number of prisoners at Gaines 
who ware pardoned under the recent 
proclamation have returned to the in­ 
surgents. 
The financial situation of the military 
administration is bad. 
Th© soldiers 
have not been paid in eight months. 
There is a scarcity in the meat supply 
for the hospitals and in many towns no 
meat has been obtainable for mauy days. 
General Losada, sub-inspector of the 
health department, said recently to the 
correspondent of El Impartial of Ma­ 
drid that tnere were actually 33,OOO 
soldiers in the hospitals rn Cuba and 
that about 15,000 of this number were 
not suffering from any disease but sim­ 
ply from need of nourishment. 


Melodist Episcopal 
Church C 
Convene* at t'illsbnri;. 
P ittsbu r g, Nov. 22.—Pittsburg has, 
perhaps, never been the scene of a more 
notable religions gathering than the 
Methodist Episcopal church congress 
which began a six day’s sc -don at Christ 
church yesterday. In conception, pur­ 
pose and treatment, it is unique in ec­ 
clesiastical annals and marks an epoch 
in religious history. The call for the 
congress says: 
“ The congress does not propose to in- 
rite or favor destructive criticism of ex­ 
isting institutions; but simply to bring 
out from persons representing different 
phases of intellectual activity, a frank 
expression as to whether the church can 
meet any more fully than it does the 
demands of our times; and if so, wb re 
in its activities may be modified cur di­ 
rected to advantage.”

W ashington, Nov. 22.—Colonel Will­ 
iam L. Trenholm, who was controller of 
the currency nuder President Cleve­ 
land* first administration, has just sub­ 
mitted his views of currency reform to 
the monetary commission. 
They em­ 
brace a number of features entirely dif­ 
ferent from those of other experts, and 
have been carefully studied by the com­ 
mission during several recent sessions. 
Colonel Trenholm recommends the fu­ 
sion of the greenbacks and Sherman 
notes into one form of paper redeemable 
in gold. 
He thinks that these notes 
should be issued in denominations of ll, 
|2 and $5, in order that the people may 
have confidence in the m> Rey in current 
cir rn'a ion, 
He believes that a redemp­ 
tion fund of $ 100,000,000 would bt* suffi­ 
cient to maintain the parity of the en­ 
tire volume of about $150,000,000, 
Regarding the disposition of the silver 
dollars and silver certificates, Colonel 
Trenholm suggests that the silver now 
in the treasury be oou-ntutod into a re­ 
serve fund for the guarantee of out- 
s aiding silver dollars, ami that the sil­ 
ver certificates in cacam of the actual 
bul hun value of the coins and certif!- 
cate* outstanding be cancelled from 
time to time as they come into the 
treasury. 
He recut nm- n is that silver 
certificates be issued in denominations 
of $10 and over, aud that some of them 
be issued tis denominations of $1,000, 
♦5,OGA and $10,000 in order that they 
may be held by national banks iu the 
proportion of 20 per cent of their lawful 
monev re* rvee. 
Colonel Trenholm suggest* an inter­ 
national agreement among silver pro­ 
ducing countries for steadying the price 
of sliver. 
He does not contemplate tim 
restoration of silver to panty with gold, 
but tin regulation of the price ac ae to 
give the assurance to the world’s com­ 
merce that then- can be no further ms- 
I rial dec‘im- in the price.

Vegetal!* Dropsy. 
Some experiments at Cornell univx, 
sity have aroused much Interest on ae 
count of the development of what ap 
pears to ho a form of plant dropsy. 
Tomatoes grown in the warm, moist air 
of the forcing houses had leaves that 
were swollen and semitransparent. The 
swelling continued until the veins of 
the leaves burst and considerable liquid 
flowed out? This was caused by too 
much water at the roots and an over 
supply in the air. 
The leaves were not 
able to give off the water supplied from 
tho roots and stalks, and the congested 
condition of the leaves and subsequent 
bursting of the veins was a true type 
of a dropsical condition.—New York
